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¥AMOUS BEDSTEADS. 


SOME FACTS CULLED 
FROM HIS- 


TORY AND OBSERVATION. 


A Genealogy tnperior to That of Any 


Other Five* of Tomltnr*—Fourposterf 
That Were Celebrated and Other* That 
Were Greatly Veared. 
Hie firrt bed irof ot Nature's making, and 


beautifully has Milton depicted its existence 
in Eden, where it was prepared for our flnt 
•arento "in cloee recess, with flowen, gar- 
lands and tweet smelling herbs." Hence, with 
«nch a world wide history, and possessed of a 
genealogy to which no other article of furni- 
ture can lay claim, it it not surprising that 
the bedstead I* crowded with associations of 
the most erentf ol and historic character. 


But, confining ourselves to modern times, 


we find numerous instances in which these 
honored fabrics, apart from their domestic 
ue, as affording repose to the weary, have 
been only too frequently associated with fad 
memories, and been the scene of many an un- 
raveled mystery. Thus, cases like the murder 
of the young princes in the Tower at once 
occur to us; and Shakespeare's tragic scene, 
where Othello smothers Desdemona, is too 
well known to need comment. 


Novelists, again, like WUJ.ie Collins, have 


nssd the bed to good purpose io some of their 
sensational stories, as iu the vue of the mys- 
terious bedstead which, af t»* the manner of 
a clothes press, is made to s:rew up, so as to 
smother its unsuspecting occupant Then 
there are beds whose surroundings hare had 
the reputation of being haunted, and refus- 
ing sleep to any one sufficiently bold to com- 
mit his weary frame to such an uncanny 
quarter; while fairy lore abounds in tales 
and legends of those who, while seeking the 
sweetness of repose in some enchanted bed, 
have had visions revealed to them of won- 
drous unearthly joys in the land of dreams. 


Some idea, again, of the importance for- 


merly attached to certain bedsteads may be 
gathered from old wills, where we find bed 
clothes and sheets as things specially prized. 
Thus an Anglo-Saxon lady gave to one of 
her children "her best bed carton linen, and 
all the clothes belonging to it," and to an- 
other child she leaves "two chests and all the 
bed clothes that to one belong." 


When Cardinal Wolsey took a leaso of 


Hampton Manor and manor house in tha 
year 1514 aa received twenty "bedsteddis" as 
part of tho demise. Entries of this kind are 
very numerous, and chow in what high es- 
teem the comfort and nicenoss of their beds 
were held by our forefathers. 


It may be noted, too, that in days gone by 


many allusions occur to a smaller bedstead, 
which, rolled under the larger one, was de- 
signed usually for a valet or servant. Thus 
every reader will remember the well known 
speech of mine host of the Garter in "The 
Merry TVives of Windsor" (iv, B), who says 
of FaljtaS'g room, "There's his chamber, hi* 
bouse, his castle, his standing bed and truckle 
bed," In the old manuscript of the romance 
of the "Conte d'Artois," the count lies in th« 
bed under the canopy, while the truckle bad 
is occupied by his valet 


Of the many further bedsteads which have 


acquired an historic fame may be mentioned 
one in the bedroom of Mary, Queen of Scots, 
at Holy-rood palace. It is covered with red 
dammit, and is popularly stated to have been 
slept in by the unfortunate sovereign, al- 
though there is considerable doubt on this 
Dtint. 


At Burnley, it may be remembered, is pre- 


served the bedstead occupied by Queen Eliza- 
beth on her visit* to the lord treasurer, Bur- 
lelgh. It stands in a room in the western 
first floor of the mansion, known as Queen 
Elisabeth's bedroom, and i.« distinguished by 
Its green velvet hangings. Paul Bentzner, 
ia his visit to Windsor in Laeyear 1598, no- 
tices the beds belonging to former princes as 
measuring eleven f aet square, and speaks of 
Queen Elizabeth's bed, with its curious, rich 
embroidery, as not so large as the others. 


A famous bedstead of the Fifteenth cen- 


tury was long preserved at Leicester and is 
generally supposed to have been slept on by 
Rfchard III 
The under part of it formed 


his military chest, and, as most readers are 
aware, the discovery of the treasure a cen- 
tury afterwards occasioned a barbarous mur- 
der. But none of the coins discovered were 
of a later mint than this reign. Further- 
more, it is said by Pennant that a stump bed- 
stead kept in Berkeley castle is the same on 
Which the murder of Edward II was com- 
mitted. 


Then there are the royal beds of Hampton 


court, with their rich hangings, and the fa- 
mous bed of Ware, in Hertfordshire, has long 
ago become proverbial. Nothing is known of 
the original history of this enormous bed- 
stead—no lees than twelve feet square—and 
which, in years past, formed one of the dis- 
tinguishing features of the Inn known as the 
Saracen's Head. According to one popular 
tradition, this gigantic piece of furniture was 
made by a certain Jonas Forbrooke, a jour- 
neyman carpenter, and presented to the royal 
family in the year 1463, Edward IV reward- 
Ing the industry of the donor by granting 
him a pension for life. 
Anyhow, many 


strange stories have centered around this bed, 
and a popular legend says that one Harrison 
Baxby, ol Lancashire—a master of tho horse 
to King Henry VIII—having fallen deeply 
In lov» with the daughter of a miller residing 
near Ware, swore that he would do anything 
to secure the object ot his affections. The 
place of chivalry coming to the ears of the 
king, who happened to be passing through 
Ware on his way to his favorite retreat at 
Hertford, it was decided that the girl should 
bestow her hand on him who would consent 
to steep all night in the bed of Ware, pro- 
vided that he was found there in the morn- 
ing. Harrison Saxby accepted the proposal, 
tmt on the following morning he was found 
ot> the floor, covered with bruises and utterly 
prostrate. 


Among further stories connected with this 


great bed we are told that when the town 
was full, in consequence of some large hunt- 
ing or wedding party, it was invariably 
made use of. But, adds Mr. Tlmbs in his 
"Abbeys, Castles and Ancient Halls of Eng- 
land," whenever so employed its occupants 
were always unable to obtain their wished for 
sleep, being in the night subject to all kinds 
ot pinching, nipping and scratching, till at 
last the bed became deserted. The reason as- 
signed for these unpleasant experiences Is 
that the spint of Jonas Forbrooke always 
hovered about his favorite work, and being 
annoyed at th e undignified use it was put to 
by the good people of Ware, prevented any- 
one from getting a moment's rest At Knole 
nave been long carefully preserved the cost- 
ly bed and furniture which are said to have 
been placed there for the reception ot James 
II, and in tho king's bedchamber is the state 
bed, ia which, tradition informs «*, the pre- 
tender was born.—London Standard.

The Treasures of Delphi. 


Let us trust that the American school a) 


Athens may speedily obtain funds enough to 
do som* good diggings at Delphi It makes 
one's heart leap to think of the treasures they 
are sure to find there, notwithstanding tha 
thefts of Nero, Constantino the Great and 
other scoundrels. 


To get a picture of Delphi as it was In the 


best days of Greece, after the building of th* 
great temple by the Alcaamondta, read the 
tenth book of Fausanlas. He tells us of four 
temples in a row at the entrance to Delphi 
He then describes what was to be found 
within the sacred precincts of Apollo: A 
statue of Phyallusof Croton, a bull in brass 
by Theopropua the ^Eginetan, votive offer- 
ing and marble statues from Tegea and La- 
cedsemonis, a brazen horse by Antiphanes of 
Argoe, the chariot of Amphiarans, the horses 
of the Tarentlnes in brass, the statues of the 
Eplgoui, the treasury of the Slavonian*, stat- 
ues of Leto, and Apollo, and Artemis shoot- 
ing at Tityus; treasuries of Athenians, The- 
bans and Syracusans, hung with the spoils of 
war and adorned with statues; a portico built 
by the Athenians with money which they got 
in war from the Peloponneaians; a brazen 
head of the Peeonian bison, a bronze dragon 
offered by the Greeks in common after the 
battle of PlaUea, statues of foot soldiers and 
cavalry by Onatas, the votive axes of Peri- 
clytus, a bronze wolf, a gilt statue of Fhryne 
by Praxiteles (offered by herself), statues of 
cavalry leaden seated on horseback, a brazen 
ox from Eubcea, a statue of Sardus, a horse 
offered by Callias the Athenian, a bronze 
statue of Homer on a pillar, the tomb of 
Achilles' son, the Lesche or public hall, witl 
an enormous number of painted figures of 
Folygnotus and statues innumerable of Athe- 
na and Apollo. The great temple ot Apollo 
was adorned, as to its eastern architrave, 
. ith gilded shields from the battle of Mara- 
tuon. On the pediments were statues of the 
gods and of tha setting cnn, of Hercules 
slaying the Lernaean hydra, Bellerophon and 
the Chimeera, Dionyslus and a giant, etc. 
These are only a small fraction of the richet 
ot Delphi as described by Pausanias. A singlt 
one of these works of art, if recovered,would 
bs worth the price asked by the Greeks for 
the right to the whole rite,—Boston Tran- 
script

Slam's Sacred Bird. 


"Ha, ha, ha! Why dont you get a chair 


to sit down onf' 


The voice was rather loud, but not dis- 


agreeable, and tho tone somewhat muffled, 
aa of a person half choking with laughter, 
says The San Diegan. The salutation came 
to the newsgatherer as he was on his daily 
perambulations about the city, and was 
traced to a handsome bine-black bird in a 
cage hanging under the shade of a fig tree 
at the residence of Dr. Gildea, on Sixteenth 
street, near H. As tha reporter approached 
nearer he was received with more laughter 
and inquiries as to whether he came to see 
tbe"mino,»if his health was good, etc. A 
few inquiries directed to a pleasant faced 
lady near by elicited the information that 
the bird was the sacred mino of Siam, which 
as a nestling had been smuggled from the 
temple where it was bred by a roving sea 
captain, and sold to Dr. Gildea, at Honolulu, 
some eight years ago. 


Minnie, as she is called, is about half the 


size of a crow and nearly as black. In the 
sunlight the feathers take a blue and green 
tinge) and there is a spot of white upon each 
wing and a necklace of bright yellow about 
the throat. 
The bill, which is large and 


strong, tapers to a point, and Is orange hued 
near the head and lemon colored at the tip. 
The prominent eyes are dark and bright, tha 
feet and legs lemon colored. Tha bird ii 
valued at $350, but specimens have been 
known to bring $1,000 in the United States, 
where but few of them have ever been 
brought The species is carefully guarded 
in Siam, and as none are ever sold they can 
only be obtained surreptitiously. 


Exorcising; the Devil la India. 


A strange case of superstition was recently 


Investigated before the coroner of Bombay. 
A Hindoo mill hand, named Ramji Daji, 
had for some time been suffering from swoll- 
en knee joints and pains in various pa: IB oi 
the body. He went to the mill to get sonu 
wages due to him, and on his return wai 
taken ill on the road. He was brought horns 
on the back of a friend in an almost uncon- 
scious state, and was placed in a sitting pos- 
ture, being held up by his father. A man 
named Deo, who was present, suggested that 
he was possessed of a devil, in order to expel 
which Deo swayed himself about in front of 
the sick man, seized hold of his hair, and de- 
manded of the devil who he was. Not re- 
ceiving a reply he struck the deceased vio- 
lently with a rattan, when the latter fell 
back lu a dying condition; but before bis 
death another friend took the ratten and 
beat the deceased, both men swaying their 
bodies to and fro and professing to be pos- 
sessed with the spirit of a god. The flogging 
was intended to drive out the devil. Daji 
died almost immediately without a com- 
plaint The widow narrated all these facts 
to the coroner, and described both flogglngi 
as being very violent The medical evidence 
showed that there were several bruises OB 
the back and an abrasion on the right hip, 
but that the cause of death was hemorrhage 
from rupture of the spleen, which was prob- 
ably not due to the flogging. The jury found 
a verdict accordingly, adding that there was 
no evidence to show how the spleen became 
ruptured.—London Times. 


The Forest* of California. 


The evergreen redwood rises straight as 


aa arrow to a height of from 200 to 800 feet 
There are whole tribes of the conlferee, dos- 
ens of specimens of cypress and cedar, a vari- 
ety and relationship of the oaks that drives 
the botanist wild, ravines filled with the 
flowering dogwood, sweeps of glistening 
manzanita, spattered patches of the red- 
berried buckthorn, rifts of the pink petaled 
rhododendron, sanguinary patches where 
stand the Judas tree. In this favored coun- 
try also bloom and bear the pomegranate, 
fig, olive, almond, apricot, lemon, orange 
and the nectarine. The camelia ia a tree, 
the heliotrope a stout shrub; geraniums are 
used for scarlet hedges; the calla lily is a 
weed. And to round out this riot of luxuri- 
ance—this saturnalia of foliage, fruit and 
flower—nature sows every spring, in and 
through it all, a crop of wild oats such as 
was never dreamed of by the original prodi- 
gal son.—Harper's Magazine. 


Quilt and Their Tonog. 


Every bird watches over and care* for her 


own nest, though the numbers are so great 
and the tumult so excessive that it is difficult 
to conceive how each gull can distinguish her 
own spotted eggs, placed in the midst of so 
many others, exactly similar in size, shape 
and eolor; and when at length the young are 
hatched and are swimming about on tha loch 
or crowded together on, some grassy point, 
the old birds, as they come home from a dis- 
tance with food, fly rapidly amid thousands 
of young ones exactly similar to their own, 
without even looking at them, until they find 
their own offspring, which recognizing their 
parents among all the other birds, receive tte 
morsel without any of the hungry little crea- 
tures around attempting to dispute the prise, 
lach waiting patiently tor it* own parent, in 
perfect confluence that its torn will come in 
due season.—Nsw Orleans Kcayune.
